A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

CLAIMS 

Claims 1-23 are objected to. Be consistent in the use of the words -the — and - 
said-. The word the should be used for the first recitation of a component or the like 
and the word -said— should be used for the second and subsequent recitation of the 
component or the like in the claims. Any other informalities applicants may become 
aware of should be corrected.
